‘Past Experience 

Tirat let me explain to you 
the reagon fur this suggestion. 
There are & number of people 
in every country who think that 
i sgcovernment should never do 
anything until the last possible 
moment. That is why, for in- 
stance, there is so much c¢riti- 
cism of any long-term prepara- 
tion against’ war. Now when 
the Government suggests that 
the ordinary citizen should be- 
come a food’ producer in even 
the humblest way there are 
hound to be some who will ask 
if this means that Hong Kong 
is on the verge of famine and 
that we are in immediate dan- 
ger of starvation, Fortunately 
where is no such dangor here, | 
but in the werld at large, and 
particularly in the area in which 
ttong Kong is situated, thore is 
nu real, and very serious, food 
ahortage, and it is an elementary ; 
duty of humanity, and the, 
apecial obligation of every res- 
ponsible citizen, to take every 
possible means to alleviate it, 

There are hundreds and thou- 
sands of persons in Hong Kong 
today to whom “hunger” and 
starvation” are no mere abstract 
terms, Where were you at this 
time last year? Were you coop- 
ed up in the city under enemy 
occupation? Were you in prison 
or in an internment camp? 
Were you sharing the light of 
millions of refugees in war- 
Were you in 
India or in Burnt? Wherever 
you were you cither experienc: 
ed hunger yourselves or saw its 
ravages in others. You know 
what it is to seo living skeletons 
lying by the roadside, to sce 
children peak and die for want 
of food. You have seen these 
things too close ever to bo in- 
sonaibla to‘them again.

How To Cook . 
Blue Peas — 


Following. Government's sug- 
lgestion that other foods should 
be tried out to relievo the 
shortage of rice, mn official of 
the Riee Control experimented 
in the use of tho bluc peas ra- 
tion.in hia own houschold with 
highly successful results, 

By using a proportion of bluw 
peas for their meals, his family 
has been able to economize on 
one-third of thelr rico rations 
during the past week. The 
peas are cooked in the same pot 
as the rice, and tho mixture is 
reported by the official to be 
tasty and well-liked by every 
member of his houschold. 

According to his directions, 
the peas should be sonked over- 
night and then boiled until soft. 
They are then mixed with rico 
in the proportion of one-third 
pens and two-thirds = rice, and 
cooked in the usual way with 
addition of water. 

Bluc peas, according to medi- 
cal opinion, contain definite food 
values because they supply a 
certain amount of: protein as 
well ns-“B" complex vitamins, 

The present ration of blue 
peas is half a catty every 6 days, 

Discussing the above experi- 
ment yesterday, the Government 
spokesman urged all those who 
are in receipt of the blue peas 
ration to give the rice official's 
recipe a trial. He nlso suggest- 
ed the use of blue peas in con- 
gee, such as is prepared in parts 
of China, Many war refugecs. 
who have now returned to the 
Colony, said the spokesman, re- 
port that they often had a satis- 
fying braakfast with rice: and 
blue pea congee while in the In- 
terior.

Suddenty, without _warning 
and apparently indiscriminately 
ration coupons entitling certnin 
employees to enormous parcels, 
including 6 Ibs. of tinned meats, 
4 ibs. of macaroni, 1% Ibs, of 
butter, & dba. of dehydrated 
potatoes, 6 lbs of flour, 2 lbs. 

‘of sugnr and some coffee and 
spirits, were doled out to about 
170 of the total of about 1,000 
employees ‘of the Berlin Radia 
Most of the recipients were 
Communists. . But not all Com- 
munists received parcels. And 
sume were not Communist; 
though ‘most of the non Com- 
munists did not receive parcels. 

It must be realised that 1% 
Ibs of butter is the ration for 
109 days for a normal consumer 
in Berlin, while 5 lbs. of mest 
iy the ration for 126 days. 

Instead of giving all workers 
no osmall parcel, however, these 
gigantic parcels were siven to 
lesa than 200 per cent of the 
specially “valuable” employees. 

Similar discontent was creat. 
ed in February, when all heads 
of departments were given oue 
ewt, of enrrots each, while the 
ordinary worker ot none. To 
make matters worse, both dis- 
tributions were supposed to be 
kept secret--although the very 
nize of the parcels made this

Ananda Died 
Accidentally 


Bangkok, June 12. 

Because of the rumours that 
King Ananda Mahidol, youthful 
ruler of Siam, was either mur- 
dered or had committed suicide, 
the Siamese police today issued 
a detailed’ report — reiterating 
that the monarch had died on 
Sunday from an accident. 

The report said that every- 
thinge—ineluding the wound and 
the weapon—-indicated that it 
had been an accident. Also, 
the arrangement of the house 
guards made it impossible for 
any intruder to enter the King’s 
apartment, 

Loyalists said the 20-year-old 
King had been in good spirits 
the day before his death. Other 
Siamese, recalling reports of the 
King’s ill-health, have expreased 
their belief that he took his own 
life, 

A few people whisper that the 
King was murdered. These 
rumours variously necused Re- 
volutionaries who deposed the 
late King Prajadhipok and 
Royalists who feared Ananda’s 
democratic sympathies. — Asso-
